2. Amount of Constituency allowance.—A member 
shall be entitled to receive the constituency allowan¬ 
ce under section 8 of the Salary, Allowances and 
Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 
1954), at the rate of rupees one thousand two hun¬ 
dred and fifty per mensum. 

3. Constituency allowance to be in addition to 
other allowances, ete.—For the avoidance of doubts, 
it is hereby declared that the constituency allowance 
admissible under these rules shall be in addition to, 
and not in derogation of, any other allowances or 
facilities admissible (whether in cash or in kind) 
under any other rules for the time being in force.
